-Torrential rains which have resulted in uncon­ 
trollable floods and which continuo to sweep 
over 
all of northern 
Fra n ce and Belgium, have placed hostilities almost at a standstill 
with the exception of the right wing. 
Even the artillery duels have 
blackened owing to the inability of the transport to bring up add i­ 
tional ammunition. 
In consequence the gunners 
are 
husbanding 
their supply everywhere. 
The trenches are water-filled ditches. 
In the north, 
at 
many 
points, rivers and creeks have overflowed their banks and filled them 
with water, driving the troops out. 
The rain is accompanied by high 
w intry winds, va hu h causes terrible suffering to the soldiers w ho, in 
many instances, are unable to m ake fires to dry their clothing. The 
percentage of sick is increasing daily. 
Hundreds of men are being 
invalided to the rear. 
Most of them are suffering from pneumonia. 
Until the weather changes there can he no general resumption 
of the fighting. 
Both sides are utilizing the lull to bring tip rein­ 
forcements to threatened positions. 
B u t this is a very hard task. 
The men are forced to wade through mud up to their knees.
